Mr#  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  ray  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1956.  The  birth  rate 
and  the  death  rate  are  again  very  similar  to  those  for  England  and  Wales 
and  call  for  no  special  comment*  Only  6  cases  of  measles  were  notified 

during  the  year  compared  with  193  cases  in  1955* 


Environmental  hygiene  continues  to  provide 
the  major  problem  in  the  area*  The  problem  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 

in  the  villages  is  well  known  to  the  Council  and  within  the  limits  of  their 


resources*  v/ork  continues  on  individual  schemes 


The  water  supply  position 


is  uncertain  in  times  of  drought  and  the  method  of  augmenting  the  supply  at 
such  times  leave  much  to  be  desired  from  the  public  health  aspect. 

Until  such  time  as  a  treated  and  adequate  supply  is  made  available  to  the 
district  at  -all  times,  complaints  vail  continue  to  be  received  as  to  both 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  water. 


During  the  year  under  review,  insufficient 
time  has  been  allocated  to  such  duties  as  meat  inspection  and  the 
implementation  of  the  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Progress  in  dealing 

with  the  unfit  property  in  the  area  continued  to  be  slow,  but  nevertheless, 
a  total  of  7  unfit  houses  were  closed  during  the  year  and  are  no  longer 
used  for  human  habitation*

advised  to  press  on  with  schemes  for  certain  other  villages  so  that  a  start 
can  be.  made  as  soon  as  Harmby  and  Spenrithorne  is  finished. 

The  conditions  in  Be  Her  by  are  particularly  bad,  followed  closely  by  those 
in  Carlton  and  Hensley.

The  figure  for  diptheria  immunisation  in  the  pre-school 
pro  up  is  still  not  satisfactory  and  every  effort  must  he  made  to  increase 
the  number  of  child;  on  immunised  in  this  aye  group.  Ideally,  this  should 
be  done  in  the  first  year  of  lofe  and  parents  are  strongly  urged  to  have 
this  done  either  by  their  own  doctor  or  at  the  local  child  welfare  clinic*. 


Pol  ipnr/o  litis  Vaccination 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  parents  of 
children  born  between  1547  and  1554?  inclusive,  were  invited,  to  register 
their  children  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  In  this  area 
410  children  were  registered  out  of  an  estimated  total  of  880  who  were 
eligible  for  vaccination.  This  "Ives  a  47b  response  compared  rath  less  than 
30 fo  for  the  country  as  a  whole*  51  children  in  the  area  received  a 

complete  course  of  vaccination  during  the  year  and  a  further  5 8  received  one 
injection.  This  comparatively  low  figure  was  due  to  the  small  amount  of 
vaccine  available.
